IDEA IS THE OUTGROWTH 
OF ‘ROUND-STATE TOUR 


All But $5,000. of the Neces- 
sary Money Is in Sight, and 
Atlanta Is Asked to Furnish 
This Amount---The Plan Is 
Feasible, Declare the Mem- 
bers. 


Directors of fhe Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday unanimously and 
enthusiastically indorsed the move- 
ment to bridge the Altamaha river 
near Baxley, Ga., and went on record 
as believing that the plans of the pro- 
moters of the enterprise are not only 
entirely feasible from a financial as 
well as an engineering standpoint, but 
are calculated to do more for the de- 
velopment of the counties immediately 
affected than almost anything’ else 
imaginable. 

D. D. Gilmer, president of the Bax- 
ley Chamber of OCommerce; Dave M. 
Parks and J. W. Sykes, all of Baxley, 
presented the matter to the directors 
of the local organization, explaining 
the location, the cost, construction and 
other matters, and setting out the Im- 
mense advantage the erection of such 
a bridge would be to the residents of 
upwards of fifteen south Georgia coun- 
ties. Their presentation of the matter 
was a most impressive one, so much 
s0, in fact, that directors of the, local 
chamber voted to a man to not only 
indorse the matter generally, but to 
appoint a aeommittee for the purpose 
of assisting promoters of the enter- 
prise in getting in touch with possible 
‘purchasers of stock in the company 
which is to erect the bridge. 

Only 85,000 Now Needed. 

To build this bridge a company, the 
Altamaha Highway Bridge Company, 
has been organized. The aorporation 
is capitalized at $30,000, the sum nec- 
essary to erect the bridge. Appling 
county has $10,000 of the “necessary 
amount; Toombs county has pledged a 
similar sum; Savannah has_ stepped 
into the breach and pledged herseif 
for $5,000 of the stock, and Atlanta is 
now .being asked to take the remain- 
ing $5,000. : 

The bridge will be a toll bridge. 
There are now four ferries within 
twenty miles of the proposed bridge 
site, one of which nets $75 per month, 
and all of which, it is believed, will be 
displaced by the bridge. The promot- 
ers of the project, therefore, feel that 
there can be no question but that the 
enterprise will be a success financially, 
aside from the immeasurable benefit 
it will prove to be to the counties it 
will serve.

WILE TURN THOUSANDS

Jacksonville, Fla., September 6.— 
(Special.)—That a disastrous demorali- 
zation, destructive of discipline and 
rich in errors expensive to the business 
world, ramifies practically the entire 
postoffice system from one énd of the 
country to the other, becomes readily 
evident from brief discussion of condi- 
tions in various offices with delegates 
here attending the twelfth annual con- 
vention of the Unitea States National 
Association of Postoffice Clerks. 

There are 400 postoffice elerks here 
from every section of the country, and 
almost every one of them feels some 
grievance against the department be- 
cause of conditions which, in some in- 
stances, are rapidly becoming intoler- 
able. 

The chief points of grievance are the 
system of false economy which has re- 
sulted in the reduction of forces and 
the reduction of pay, and the inspector 
and spy system through which the 
men are made to feel not only that they 
are under constant suspicion, but that 
their allegiance is to the “spying” in- 
spector rather than to the postmaster 
supposed to be in charge of the of- 
fice.

To Accelerate Case. 

Judge Watson declared tonight that 
after delivering the instructions to 
the juny tomorrow he intended to ask 
how long a time was desired by coun- 
sel for the argument, and if it was 
not an unreasonable period he would 
grant it. He added, however, that he 
would suggest to counsel the comple- 
tton of the argument by tomorrow 
tonight, and if the jury did not appear 
to be very fatigued he would ask 
them to retire at once and find a ver- 
dict. It is’ not considered likely that 
the lawyers will be able to finish 
their speeches summing up tomorrow, 
and it is expected that it will be con- 
tinued over until Friday morning. lit 
is now quite certain that the case will 
go to the jury not later than Friday 
noon. 

J. M. Gregory, the commonwealth’s 
attorney, will open the case for the 
prosecution, and will be followed by 
Attorney Harry M. Smith, Jr., and Hill

rectly themselves, they have a sympa-~- 
thetic feeling for their fellow em- 
ployees who have, and they are just 
as earnest in their determination to 
take their part, as though they them- 
selves were affected. , 

But every man in the service feels 
the effect of the demoralization more 
or less, because he is liable at any time 
to be called to account for errors which 
are the fault of the system, and not 
of the man, 

One well-known clerk from a big 
western office stateqd here today that 
he had talkeq with a postoffice clerk 
who recently made a trip east. On his 
return this man stopped at every post- 
office of prominence on his route back, 
and discussed conditions with the em- 
ployees. He found that the clerks, prac- 
tically to a man, regardless of former 
political affiliations, had turned against 
Hitchcock, and to them Hitchcock sums 
up the republican party. 

Turneg Against Party. - 

There are more than 100,000 employ- 
ees in the postal service, and ff strong- 
est indications hero count for anything, 
they are going to come pretty near 
casting a solid vote against the party 
and the men responsible for the condi- 
tion with which they are contending. 

Even here in their convention, the 
Glerks feel they are under the surveil- 
lance of Hitchcock’s spy system. 

“I am confident there are inspectors 
here on the watch,” said one of the 
clerks, “and we cannot be too careful 
in what we say or do. We dare not 
criticise the system and its conditions 
openly, for there is ‘no question that 
such criticism woulg cost the man or 
men involved in it, their jobs.” 

It is difficult to get the delegates to 
talk about the demoralization in the 
service, but some of them when gatis- 
fied as to whom they were talking, did 
not hesitate to tell of instances in point 
which have come under their observa- 
tion. 

Chief Inspector On Hand, 


Chief Inspector R. 8. Sharp, of the 
postoffice department, is here attending 
the convention. At least he attended 
its first session, ang he will remain 
throughout the meeting. 

While Mr. Sharp is most pleasant and 
amiable in his talks with the men, they 
unhesitatingly express the belief that 
he is here for.a purpose—to see to it 
that no action is taken which will in 
any wise reflect upon, criticise or con- 
demn the department and its manage- 
ment, 

No matter, therefore, how much they 
are disposed to condemn certain prac- 
tices for which the head of the de- 
partment is responsible, the conven- 
tion will have nothing to say on that 
score; nor is it believed now they will 
even go to the extent of indorsing the 
Lloyd bill, which every postal clark and 
every postoffice employee favors, as 
containing some possible means of re- 
lief when conditions become too bur- 
densome. 


This bill, as explained in last night's 
dispatch, purposes to prohibit summary 
dismissal of postoffice employees, re- 
quiring that written charges must first 
be filed; gives employees the right to 
petition congress where no threats are 
involved in the petition, and permits 
their joining associations which make 
for the good of the service. 

_It Js stated, however, that the de- 
partment is opposed to this reasonable 
legislation and the delegates here rep- 
resenting 20,000 postoffice clerks seem 
inclined to hold off from indorsement 
of that measure for fear of : giving 
offense to the department head. 

Reorganisation by Inspectors. 

The trouble in most of the big of- 
fices “over the country, according to 
statements made by the clerks from 
various points, has its foundation in the 
reorganization of these offices under 
inspectors.

The chief 
inspector op the job is really the post- 
master and his orders and recommend- 
ations come first and foremost. 

“Of course it is impossible to main- 
tain any sort of discipline under ¢ir- 
cumstances like these, with the clerks 
scarcely knowing to whom they are 
responsible, and with spies all around 
watchifig us like hawks every time we 
turn around or go to get a drink of 
water. I have been called down pretty 
sharply for taking perhaps a minute 
longer than was actually necessary to 
get water. It is impossible for a clerk 
to attend to any personal matter in 
any cofort because of the feeling all 
the time that a pair of eyes are upon 
him.” 

Not That Way in Detroit.

In accounting for some of the errors 
and delays in transmission of the malis 
a number of clerks here pointed out 
that as a result of reduction in force 
which puts additional labor on each 
man in the railway mail service, and 
also as a result, perhaps, of the “don’t 
care” feeling which the department's 
policy has been responsible for, the 
railway mail clerk will take the “easi- 
est way ‘round,” and thus often letters 
get off the track. 

Take, for instance, the case of an 
overworked mail clerk going into Lou-

He may find at the begin- 
ning of his run a package marked 
Louisville containing a large number 
of letters. He simply chucks it into the 
Louisville baz without going through 
it to see for what points the other let- 
ters are destined. Instead of being 
sorted, therefore, and transferred at 
junction points to make closest 
nection, it goes on Louisville or 
some other central office as the case 
may be, has to be re-sorted and sent 
out again, and thus a day or two is 
lost. 

Another clerk stated that it was al- 
most a regular custom in his office 
to delay the delivery of second-class 
matter, often for four or five days. 
Postage is paid on this madl, the same 
as on any other, and it is entitled to 
just as prompt delivery. Yet this 
clerk pointed out a specific instance of 
a large quantity of second-class mail 
being held over in hig office from Sat- 
urday until] the following Thursday. 

Demoralization Complete. 

It is no wonder that the postoffice 
clerks feel, as one of them said, that 
“if conditions continue as bad as they 
now are for another year, I don't know 
-What the public is going to do for its 
mail service.” 

They feel that they are working, not 
in permanent positions, but from day 
today, liable at any time to be hauled 
up for some alleged offense for which 
they may not be responsible, and eith- 
er be reduced in pay or perhaps dis- 
charged altogether. 

It is this situation 
that the spy system 
It is wearing on the nerves, and talk 
to any of them that you will, practi- 
cally every one of them will tell you 
he cannot and doés not do his best 
work under such circumstances and 
conditions as these. 

The postal clerks have under con- 

sideration the question of amalgamat- 
ing their association with the associa- 
tions of letter carriers and railway 
mail clerks, but they are approaching 
this proposition as though walking on 
egg sifblis. 
It may be that such an amalgama- 
tion will oe brought about in time, 
but if it ig it will be under such con- 
ditions as the department shall pre- 
scribe, and in such a manner as to 
shear the combined association of any 
power in the righting of wrongs of 
the employees.

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TROUP FARMERS 
HOLD INSTITUTE 


Campbell Says That. College 
Will Advocate Organizing 
“Pig Clubs. — 


LaGrange, Ga., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial)—The Troup county farmers’ in- 
stitute held at the International Har- 
vester Company’s dembnstration build- 
ing on the Hasting Farm Company’s 
farm at Trimble, proved a big attrac- 
tion to farmers from the entire county 
Wednesday. 

About 200 people were present when 
Judge F. M. Longley, president of the| 
igstitute, called the gathering to order 
at 11 o’clock. The building was well 
filled and the enthusiasm manifested 
far surpassed anything which has neg 
attempted in this county before on the 
same gubject. 

J. P. Campbell, J. E. Hite and J. L. 
Bishop, of the State College of Agri- 
culture, were among the principal 
speakers present. Mr. Campbell, who 
is in charge of the Boys’ Corn Club 
movement of the state, gave a very 
instructive address upon this subject, 
covering the -work that the state col- 
lege was attempting to do along those 
lines. Mr. Campbell advised the young 
farmers to use the ensilage and other 
products of their corn for the feeding 
of pigs. He also stated that the state 
college would advocate the organiza- 
tion of “pig” clubs throughout the 
state next year. 

Director Hite, of the farmers’ exten- 
sion work, spoke interestingly of live 
stock and its raising, and also advocat- 
ing the raising of more food for such 
farm products. Mr. Bishop, of the ani- 
mal and husbandry department, farm- 
ers’ extension of the state college, dis- 
cussed dairying as profitable method 
of bringing the farms of Georgia up 
to their greatest state of efficiency. 

R. D. Tatum, representing the Farm- 
ers’ Union, discussed the cotton crop 
and the selling of this staple. He ad- 
vocated holding of most of the crop 
in order to secure a better price for 
the estimated enormous production of 
this year. 

Fred Hunnicutt, of The Southern Cul- 
tivator, with Mrs. M. N. G, Prange, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., were other spedkers 
of the day. Mr. Hunnicutt talked gen- 
erally on better farming in the state, 
while Mrs. Prange urged the farmers 
to do deeper plowing and use. greater 
amounts of fertilizer in order to se- 
cure better crops. 

At noon a big barbecue dinner was 
served under the direction of Hon. R. 
W. Trimble, vice president fourth con- 
gressional district, state chamber of 
commerce. On all sides it was con- 
ceded that this years’ institute far 
surpassed any previous attempt at a 
farmers’ gathering in this county.

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WHERE A _$1,000,000,000 CROP WENT. 


The detailed analysis of the cotton crop of 1910-11, by Henry 
G. Hester, secretary of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, and 
one ‘of the recognized statisticians in the cotton world, is a ro- 
mance in figures of the staple that distinguishes the ‘south from 
all civilization. 

As reported in The Constitution, Mr. Hester shows that the 
crop brought $1,030,000,000, including the seed. That statement 
of the value of the raw material alone is sufficiently impressive. 
But it is when one considers the ultimate value of this billion- 
dollar yield, worked up into products and by-products covering a 
bewildering range and sold in every land under the sun, that the 
lay mind begins to understand the complete meaning of the south’s 
cotton crop to the nations. 

Perhaps the most important feature of Secretary Hester’s re- 
port, as it bears on the season now opening, is his statement 
that “notwithstanding the resultant high values, all of the year’s 
growth found its way to the mills.” That declaration effectually 
disposes of the report, circulated in certain interested quarters, 
that much of last season’s output is stored in warehouses outside 
of mills, and must be reckoned with in the prices to rule the 
crop now coming on the market. 


Pared down, the substance of the summary is that the mills 
will need all of the cotton now ripening to fill the actual demands 
of consumption. It is incumbent upon the farmers and business 
men and bankers of the south to see that they get it only at a 
fair valuation. To achieve this end, it may be essential to finance 
“distress” cotton so as to forestall a glutting of the market, and 
it will certainly be necessary to make a united stand against the 
maneuverings of the bear element interested in hammering the 
price to suit themselves. 

In the end, it is a plain business proposition with which the 
south is confronted. There should be sufficient business initiative 
and ability in the section to see that the crop is sold at figures 
representing its actual value to civilization.

Are the business men of Atlanta going 
to dry-rot, that they continue to stand for this sort of service? 

- We do not attach blame to the postmaster. We do attach 
blame to the system: which ties his hands and makes him a func- 
tionary under departmental spies, petty dictators and inspectors. 
As long as he is permitted to be postmaster in title only, errors 
of this gravity, even of larger moment, are inevitable. If he is 
given sufficient authority and latitude to run the postoffice as he 
knows it ought to be run, Atlanta will be relieved of this grave 
business menace. 

The postmaster's declaration that the new million-dollar post- 
office is “too small” for the orderly transaction of business cannot 
be taken seriously. It is bigger, proportionately, than the office 
in New York. It is the system that is “too small.” Too many 
little tyrants, -too many bulldozers, bureaucracy at Washington 
and its agents at Atlanta would wreck the postal facilities of the 
city if the present building were as large as Stone Mountain. 

That to one side. 

The main issue is, will the business interests of Atlanta take 
steps to protect their very existence from being imperilled by “con- 
gested” facilities? 

The Chamber of Commerce has an investigation under Way.

It furn- 
ishes a stunning climax to the series 
of losses and inconventences sustained 
by the business interests of Atlante 
for the past several moths. 

The‘ facts in the case are interesting 
and very easily stated. 

, A Misdelivered Letter. 

On August 25 there was mailed to 
Mr. Smith a special delivery letter 
from New. York, the receipt of which, 
in due time, meant a $200,000 contract. 
The letter was plainly addressed, “Mr. 
Victor Smith, Care southern School 


The letter was received in Atlanta 
on August 27, but dia not reach Mr. 
Smith until August 30, three days 
later. 

Instead of being delivered to its 
proper address, it was sent to the 
home of Mr. Victor L. Smith, where it 
remained for two days, until his fami- 
ly returned to the city. Mr. Smith 
then discovered it ang forwarded it to 
the proper address. 

In the meantime the $200,000 contract 
had gone glimmering. 

Mr. Victor R, Smith complained to 
the postmaster, detailing his loss. The 
latter replied that he was “unable to 
fix the responsibility,” but lays the

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PAROLE LAW INOPERATIVE; 
CHANGE IS RECOMMENDED 


Puring the past five or six months 
the &tate parole law—believed by some 
to be the most commendable act on 
the statute books relating .to the 
handling of convicted criminals—has 
been inoperative. Scarcely a _ single 
prisoner has been releaseq under that 
act, and none will be for some time. 

The practical suspension is due to a 
peculiar requirement of the law, which 
is that no prisoner shall be paroled 
except upon the concurrent recommen- 
dation of all members of the prison 
commission together with the approval 
of the governor. 

During several months of the first 
half of the year Genera) Clement A. 
Evans was confined to his home by 
iliness and was unable to consider any 
parole cases. Until his illness became 
severe he occasionally joined in the 
recommendations of the other two 
commissioners. After his death in 
June hé was succeeded by Judge T. E. 
Patterson, of Griffin, who a few days 
later was stricken with typhoid fever 
and has been unable to atteng ses- 
sions of the commission, or, during 


anyone at will, he cannot parole one 
except upon .the recommendation of 
the fuil prison commission. The latter 
may recommend one for commutation 
or pardon by a majority vote, but can- 
not do the samme in parole cases. 

“The legislature should amend the 
law so as to permit a majority of the 
commission to recommend paroles,” 
said Captain Goodloe Yancey, secre- 
tary of the commission, yesterday. 

“As it is, neither a bare majority 
of the commission nor the governor 
can do what any warden may do; that 
is, make a trusty of a prisoner. That 
ig all a parole does; it merely releases 
deserving inmates of the penitentiary 
on their own recognizance during good 
behavior or until they show their fit- 
ness for unrestricted freedom. It 
simply carries the ‘trust system to a 
point further than allowed wardens.” 

Under the parole law a prisoner with 
a good record may be released after 
serving the minimum sentence provid- 
ea for the crime of which he was con- 
victed. He has to be regularly em- 
ployed and reports on his conduct must 
be made to the commission monthly. 


Until his sentence expires or he is 
pardoned he is @tibject to rearreat and 


much of the time, to sign papers. 
While the governor can commute the 
sentence Of any prisoner or pardon

4TH DISTRICT SCHOOL 
HAS RECORD OPENING 


Carrollton, Ga., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.—The Feurth District Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical school opened the 
fall session Tuesday with the largest 
attendance in the history of the school.

TOBE INSPECTED 


Comptroller Seeks Information 
From State Institutions 


Complete Statistics Are Want- 
ed So That a Comprehensive 
Idea May Be Obtained of 
Banking Conditions Through- 
out the Union at Same Time. 


Washington, September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Comptroller of the Currency 
Murray wtil send an inspector before 
iong into Georgia and Tennessee to 
make inquiry into the condition of 
state savings and private Danks and 


trust companies. 


Some time ago the comptroller ask- 
ed the banking officials of every state 
to furnish information relative to 
these banks, which are not under con- 
trol of the federal government. This 
informatiog is desired for publication, 
in accordance with a plan adopted by 
the national monetary coramission. 

Many of the state banking officials 
complied with the request, but the 
banking superintendents of Georgia 
and Tennessee only partially complied. 
They stated that owing to lack of cler- 
{cal help aad appropriations they were 
unable to gather the information de- 
sired from banks under their control. 

‘Complete Statistics Desired. 

The comptroller of the currency is 
anxious to have complete statistics for 
state banks, and his inspector will 
probably begin a campaign amongst 
the Georgia and Tennessee banks this 
fall. 

There are no complaints or charges 
against the banks, but bankers gener- 
ally agree that it is a good thing to 
publish from time to time complete 
statistics about all kinds of banks, so 
that a comprehensive idga can be ob- 
tained at a glance of banking condi- 
tions throughout the union on approx- 
imately the same date. 

The statistics being collected this 
year show principal items of assets 
and liabilities of all kinds of banks on 
June 30, last, as compared with June 
7, 1910,

IN TWENTY-FOUR HOURS 


Deal, England, September 6.—After 
a lapse of thirty-six years Captain 
Matthew Webb's feat of swimming the 
English channel has been duplicated 
by William T. Burgess, a Yorkshire 
man by birth .and a naturalized 
Frenchman. It was Burgess’ sixteenth 
attempt, he having first essayed the 


task in 1904, 

Burgess started from South Fore- 
land, Dover, at 11:15 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. He landed at Lechatelet, a 
little village 2 miles east of Cape Gris 
Nez, at 9:50 o’clock this morning, ac- 
complishing the passage in 22 hgurs 
and 35 minutes. A motor boat accom- 
panied the gwimmer and it is esti- 
mated that Burgess, owing to the zig- 
zag course he was compelled to take 
because of the baffling tides, covered 
60 miles. 

Soon after the start a dense fog 
settled down over the channel and no 
further tidings of his progress were 
received until the announcement was 
made that he hag landed on the French 
side. 

Throughout the trip Burgess was fa- 
vored by a calm sea, but a strong tide 
was running and a severe strain was 
put on the swimmer to get past the 
Goodwin sands., Twice he was attac k- 
ed by sickness and several times was 
only held to his task by the strongest 
will power and the encouraging words 
of the men in the boat. He remained 
on French soil just long enough to 
telegraph worg of his success to his 
wife and partake of refreshments in a 


bathing box. Then he returned by 
motor boat to rest and sleep. 

When he landed at Deal this evening 
Burgess received a tremendous ova- 
tion and with difficulty made his way 
through the cheering throng to a ho- 
tel. Speaking of his great achieve- 
ent he said: 

“In the time the swim occupied I 
Should have been able to cross the 
channel twice but for the adverse cur- 
rents. Against these I had a territic 
fight, and again came within an ace of 
failing. When approaching Cape Griz 
Nez the strong outward set of the cur- 
rent forced me to alter my course 
three times. I was retarded for some 
time, but when I had rounded the cor- 
ner and reached slack water I knew 
I was assured of success. 

“It was just in the slack of thea 
tide that I got in. If I had not man- 
aged it then I might have missed it 
and drifted to Calais. It took three 
full tides and two port tideg to bring 
me over. 

“IT was severely stung several times 
by jelly fish, and while in mid-chan- 
nel, after a sick. spell, I felt heart- 
broken. For a while I was almost de- 
lirious, but my pllots began to sing, 
and this gave me fresh courage to per- 
severe,” 

“It was 1 o’clock in the morning 
when the swimmer reached Griz Nez 
semaphore. - He was then 2 miles to 
the west-southwest. In these 2 miles 
it was a battle with the currents, but 
when Burgess got within the shelter 
of the cape he swam easily ashore. He 
stumbled for two or three steps, then 
walked steadily without assistance. 
He looked remarkably fresh consider- 
ing his long immersion.

New York, September 6.—With a 
dapper young Italian, believeg to be 
one of the country’s master criminals 
in their hands, the police today 
spread their nets for the gang of 
bomb-throwers, blackmailers and kid- 
napers that have terrorized the Italian 
settlement here for the last four years. 
Giuseppe Castabile, who was arrested 
yesterday with a dynamite bomb un- 
der his coat, will be arraigned today 
under the new law which makes the 
mere possession of a deadly weapon a 
felony, but the police hope to prove 
against him far more serious crimes. 

“In many ways Castabile is the most 
important prisoner we have ever en- 
tertained,” sald Police Inspector 
Hughes. “There have been seventeen 
bomb explosions in the Italian quar- 
ter in the past month, How many of 
these, Castabile, who was known asthe 
‘fox,’ and his subordinates are respon- 
sible for I don’t know, but we hope to 
fasten enough on him to remove him 
from the scene ef operations for some 
time,” 

The detention of Castabile in $10,- 
000 bail has proved the value of the 
new “deadly weapon” law, and for the 
mere possession of a bomb “The Fox” 
may be sent to prison for seven years. 
This law’ was passed particularly to 
assist the police against elusive Ital- 
ian criminals whom it is difficult to 
convict Decause their victims are 
afraid to testify against them.

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WEST INDIAN STORM 
REPORTED BY BUREAU

WET WEATHER CAUSED 
WHEAT TO ADVANCE 


Market Closed One to One and 
F ive-Eighths Cents Higher. 
Corn Up. 


Chicago, September 6.—Wet weather 
In the American northwest and in the 
districts of Russia, that ought to be 
shipping heaviest, brought about to- 
day a substantial advance in the price 
of wheat. The close was 1 to 1%c 
higher than last night. Corn showed 
a net gain of %*@% to Kc, and oats 
a rise of 4% @% to %*%@%c. The out- 
come in hog products was 2% off to

Wheat was bullishly affected, not 
only by the rains northwest, but on 
account of a forecast of more moisture 
in that section tonight and tomorrow. 
Besides, there were reports of frost 
across the line in Saskatchewan. As 
for Russia, word came that 40 per 
cent of the southwestern crop still is 
iin the fields, and that rains were low- 
ering the quality of the grain to a se- 
rious extent. The region named is 
one of the few important districts in 
Russia which had promised a large 
yield this season. An advance in 
prices at Berlin further inclined trad- 
ers here to take the bull side, and was 
attributed in part to the uneasy feel- 
ing over political issues between 
France and Germany. Moreover, 
there were reports of targe flour sales 
both te Burope and the Orient. At no 
time during the day was there any 
women setback to prices. December 

anged from 95% to 96%, and closed

Those two points, while interesting 
in considering and analyzing individ- 
ual narrowness and lack of foresight, 
have no place or weight in the discus- 
sion of a tremendous’ evolutionary 
movement; and the mind turns with 
rleasurable interest from the vapor- 
ous, prejudiced and limited viewpoint 
to that broader outlook which sees 
far beyond the individual and the pres- 
ent generation even. The latter view- 
point, indicated by J. B. Turner, of 
Wake Forest, N. C., in a communication 
presented also in Wednesday's Consti- 
tution, has been adopted long ago by 
those who intelligently study condi- 
tions; and slowly, but surely, the 
weight of opinion is urging forward 
the now world-wide ‘‘woman’s move- 
ment.” 

; The Racial Movement, 

This expansion of woman's interests 
has been termed “the woman’s move- 
rent” merely as a quick and conven- 
lent method of designation. The really 
correct term is “The Racial Movement,” 


of their oppor- 
tunity, the ultimate good is to the 
race itself. 

It is this racial neeq of further de- | 
velopment that impels the woman's 
movement as a whole--that even lies 
back of the effort-to secure for Geor- 
gia women, like those of other states, 
the right to practice law, for the latter 
more individual movement is merely 
a cog in a great wheel—a wheel so 
large and weighty that of necessity its 
revolutions are slow and ponderous, 
increasing in rapidity only as the mo- 
tive power behind gains in volume anda 
impetus. 

This motive power is oublic senti- 
ment whose increasing force will soon- 
er or later over-ride the prejudice ana 
dullness which seek to clog all prog- 
ress. NO man, nor any group of men, 


no bridge over the Altamaha between 
Dublin and the ocean, a distance of 
something over 250 miles, and in times 
of freshets when the river rises to 
such an extent as to make ferries un- 
safe, communication from the south to 
ithe north side’of the river is entirely 
cut off.

Outgrowth of State Tour. 

The movement is a direct outgrowth 
of The Constitution’s “around-the- 
state tour” last year. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution, first came forward with the 
Suggestion that a bridge be built at 
this point, having his attention called 
to the need for such a structure whiie 
making a trip around a portion of the’ 
state tour route. His suggestion was 
immediately taken up by the citizens 
of not only Appling, but Toombs coun- 
ty, the Baxley Chamber of Commerce 
took a hand in the matter, and the 
work of mapping out preliminary plans 
was gone into.

Realization of this would facilitate 
matters, and would lead all men to 
adopt the courteous, kind, and helpful 
attitude which ig due to every woman 
who has been forced to take her place 
in the crowded business life of the day. 
Mrs. Jennie Armstrong Spain has ex- 
pressed the feeling which dominates 
the manly men of the day in their busi- 
ness relations with women, in the fol- 
lowing fine paragraph: 

“If women must work, the world 
owes them not only a living, but a de- 
cent living. More than. that. The 
world has come to see—in the way of 
the selfish, old world that it is—that iz 
owes women workers not only a fight- 
ing chance, but a certain brotherly and 
protective chivalry under which they 
may fight and win.” 

As a prefatory statement to this Mrs. 
Armstrong wrote: “To the. woman 
herself the problem .is the grim and 
vital one of bread and butter.” Any 
woman who toils day after day will 
vouch for the truth in this. She does 
not do it for the sole pleasure of the 
labor jnvolved. Some, by happy chance, 
may like their work, but even to the 
fortunate few, the irksome sgsuccegsion 
of daily duties often becomes a burden 
rather“than a pleasure; and all would 
like sometimes to give up the grind fo- 
something better and finer... Something 
easier, perhaps. But when the woman 
worker knows that only by her work 
may she honorably live, she doesn't 
consider it especially wise to put aside 
her labors. 

This: necessity of living 1s what 
makes it so shameful that she should 
be subjected to ridicule and scorn 
when she seeks a congenial occupation 
in which to-earn her sustenance. 

e hand of brotherly friendship is 
what the business and the professional 
woman wants from the mén with whom 
she comes in contact: not ridicule nor 
leven the flowery tribute to her eyes, her 
hair, her cheeks that some men seem 
ty» think can meet every mental, moral 
and bodily need that. women, in com- 
mon with men, possess.
